Importation of Dead Bodies—The Express. | 
manand the Corpse, 


(From the New Yorke Messenger.) 
Among the thousand servicable things 
done by the express companies, is the 
conveying of corpses. Prior to the es- 


now, how the world ever got along with- 
out them!) if a husband or son died upon 
a journey, or while temporarily residing, 
for health or business, at a distance from 
his kindred, and it was decided by his 
friends to have his body brought home, it 
was usually-done ata heavy exponse, if 
the distance exceeded ono or two hundred 
miles, | 

It was the custom, if the way lay over- 
land, to employ an undertaker, who would 
Start out in a covered waggon, establish | 
relays, and travel night and day, until the 
task was done, What is now accom- 
plished in eight hours by the express, 
would then occupy the undertaker at least | 
a week; and his pay, if he travelled at 
night, was rarely less than ten dollars a 
day, every expense en route included, 

At present, the prico for conveying a | 
corpse by express, in charge of a mes- 
senger, a distance of 200 or 250 miles | 
upon a regular route, does not exceed 
thirty dollars. That we believe to be the 
price between New York and Boston, for 
instance. 

The work, however, is not at all popu- 
lar with expressmen, and the messengers 
hover mect among their freight with ono 
of those wooden cases in which coffins 
are usually enclosed, without a wish that 
they were rid of it, Some of them are 
very notional upon this subject; not from 
superstition, but from that instinctive fear 
of the progress of decay which all feel 
in tho presence of a corpse, especially 
when there is any suspicion that it has 
been kept wo long. 

An instance illustrating what wo have 
said occurred in this city one morning last 
week. An Express messenger having 
among his freight, in the Express Com- 
pany’s car, one of those ominously oblong 
boxes, declared confidently to the con- 
ductor of the train, that the body inside 
‘*must be very far gotic, indeed, ahd the 
smell of it made him as sick as a horse.” 
In voin he tried to forget it, or salubrify 
the odor by smoking a magnificent cigar. 
The smell became mnore offensive to him 
every minute during the long night that 
he was whizzing away with it over the 
rail track; and before the train arrived 
at New York, it affected him so much 
that he vomited. 

When the drivers, with the wagons of 
the New York office, went to the depot 
for the express freight, the illness of the 
unfortunate messenger was obvious, and 
in answer tothe mquiries he explained 
the cause. All eyes fell on tle oblong 
box, and every man held his nose. It 
was decided unanimously, that it was too 
far gone to be taken to the office, and as 
the railroad men swore (through their 
compressed olfactories) that they would 
not suffer itto remain in the depot, the 
strongest nerved and most accommodating 
driver present took it to the “dead house” 
up town, 

No one knew who the obnoxious box 
came from, It was usual to make a spe 
cial bargain in such cases, but no allusion 
was made to it onthe waybill. In the 
course of the diy, however, the mystery 
was solved. A gentleman came into the 
express office in Broadway, and called 
for the box. 

“Tt has been taken to the dead house,” 
was the reply of the Clerk.

(From the Newark Daily Advertiser.) 
The collision of a comet with our earth; 
(that of the present one has been predict- 
ed,) is unquestionably possible. | Such an 
event, should it take place, might create a 
tainy day, perhaps a deluge, for the prin- 
cipal pare of these bodies seems to bo com. 
posed of vapor, Possibly our atmosphere 
might be tainted, and so sickness ensue. 
But we have, notwi hstanding Mr. Fos- 
ter's book, no record of such an effect, 
though several of then have approached 
within the orbit of the earth, and even be- 
tween Mercury and the Sun, ‘Hundreds 
of the bodies, six hundred are reckoned, 
of greater or less dimensions, have been 
Seen at the rate of two a year, chiefly by 
telesopic aid, and yet it is not worth 
while to be frightened by the fact, for ac- 
cording to calculations published by Ara 
0, the chances are, that in two hundred 
and eighty-one millions, there is only one

The very day un which the now House 
of Commons was complete, Her Majesty, 
the Queen, presented the nation with a 
new pledgo of hor love, in the shape of 
This being «the 
ninth time that the Queen has borne sim 
ilar fruit, not very much’ fuss was made 
on the occurrence by her loving pouple, 
| although rejoicing was everywhere heard. 
|'The royal circle was, of cours 
| commotion a few hours before two o'clock, 
on ‘Tuesday, anticipating and preparing 
jfor the birth. ‘The. official proclamation 
tells us that four persons were with the 
Queen, Mrs. Lilly the nurse, Locock, Dr 
Snow, and Father Albert,—I beg his par- 
don, Prince Albert, the Court Circular 
said. In the adjoining apartments were 
all sorts of great people, including the 
Duke of Cambridge, the Lord Chancellor, 
Lord Palmerston, all the Secretaries of 
State, and the Bishop of London. All 
were cheerful, because no ‘danger was 
apprehended in consequence of the ro- 
bust health and wonderful spirit of the 
Queenly patient; who, only the night be- 
fore, had presided at a considerable social 
party, and been as merry as tho’ most 
sprightly of her guests. In these ma'er- 
nal matters our monarch sets a. spendid 
exainple to her lady subjects; this docs 
much to dissipate the foolish notion that 
}used to prevail amongst “great folks” that 
| robust health at such a time was a great

readers to know-that at a very early stage 
of her “sorrow” the Queen took chloro- 
form, which was so judiciously adminis- 
‘tered as to save her from all severe pain, 
Uer Majesty was under the influence of 
the stupilying element, with a few slfort 
Intermissions, for three hours.

and Chapels of the State Religion, as 
speedily as possible ; and I am quite sure 
that the nonconformist ministers and con- 
gregations who will have! received no or- 
der from the Privy Council, will be quite 
as prompt us their canformist brethren in 
Sending thanks to Almighty God! for the 
life given and the life preserved.

Hard Times in Michigan, 


A gentleman in Grand Rivor Valley, | 
Michigan, writing to a New York paper, 
April 12th, snays— 

The present is traly a gloomy time, in the 
Grand River Valley. Fodder is 
grain and provisions are scarce, and money 
is the most ¢ ceofall. Hundreds of farm- 
érs have no fodder since the let of March,— 
Straw beds have been emptied to feed horses, 
but still the wintry weather continues, and 

now falls nearly every day. The scarcity 
of fodder was caused by the Jast season’s 
drouth ; people commenced foddering in Oc- 
tober, and the samo dause has made provi- 
sions for oat families scarce. The cause of 
the great want of money, which cannot be 
obtained, must be looked for further back. 

Two or three years of good crops and high 
prices, seemed to take away people's senses, 
and they plunged head and ears in debt, but 


one short crop has brought back their senses, 
I They 


scarce, 


and shown them their true condition. 5 
never rieeded money so much, and never had 
so little with which to buy things absolutely 
indisponsable sand they never owed so much, 
or found money so hard to be gotto pay with; 
and, to make their condition Worse, the pros- 
poct of the next harvest ia anything but en- 
couraging. Wheat never looked better than 
when the stiow went off in February, but the 
Winter's covering was removed too soon ; it 
yieldad at once to the extreme cold of March, 
and since that, time we haye seen it dying 
out, day by day, until we despair of an ordi- 
nary crop, even if the future of the season 
proves favorable. 


The Approaching Comet. 


WILL IT DESTROY THE LARTH—INTEREST- 
ING HISTORY OF COMETS, 


As the 18th day of June is rapidly aps 
proaching, when, We are told by the Ger- 
manoand Prench astronomers, that a com- 
et will como in contact with the earth, 
and cither displace it from its orbit or 
consume it with fire, we have collected 
from such works onastronomy as are with- 
in our reach the following observations 
upon comets, which at this time, when 
two comets aro visible, may nob be unin- 
teresting to our readers. ‘Tho wonderful 
characteristic which marks the flight of 
comets through space=-their singular form 
and terrific appearance—rendered these 
bodies, inthe curly ages, objects /of terror 
and dread, Superstition reparded these 
vandering fiory worlds with awe, and 
looked upon them as omens of war, pesti 
lence and famine. All the great and ca- 
Idmitous events of nations were ascribed 
to their appearance; but at the present 
enlightened period, the appearance of a 
Coinet is no more a prodigy, and has no 
More influence on the fate of men cr na- 
tions, than the appearance of the moon 
Aw far as observation has gono they are 
subject to the same laws as the planets, 
revolving about the sun’s orbit or path, 
with this difference, that their orbits are 
more eccentric, or differ much more from 
circles than that of planets; and thus, 
while they approach much nearer to the 
sun, they recede correspondingly further 
from it,

Commercial Review. 


From the Montreal Witness, May 13, 


The scarcity of money, and consequent fail- 
ures in Western Canada,are causing much duli- | 
ness in business of all kinds here, as well as 
there; but the rise in breadstuffa and other 
produce will doubtless do much to bring things 
round again in a short time, 

There is, indeed, an apprehension that’ the 
supplies on this continent are short of the 


jcnormous home demand, without shipping to 


Europe at all, and orders have actually gone 
from New York and Montreal to Liverpool 
for Corn, It is also to be noted as something 
almost unprecedented, that vessels in New 
York, of which there is an abundant supply 
are taking freight for Europe at merely nor 
nal rates. Flour has heen shipped at Gd. per 
bbl, and Wheat at 1d. op 2d. per bushel, and 
even, it is said, some of the latter lias been 
taken free as ballast. Asa matter of course, 
when there is no demand for shipping, freights 
must be low everywhere, and this has a ten- 
dency to raise the price of the articles to be 
exported. If, for instance, a barrel of Flour 
was expected to bring 39s, stg. net in Liver- 


pool, and the freight age 8 stg,, no one 
could give quite 2. sterling for it here; but 
if the freight were only 1s, stg., 43 stg. or 5s. 


currency, additional, could be given here with 
the same prospect of profit, Andsowith Ashes, 
Lumber, or any other bulky commodity. In 
years when freights are plentiful and shipping 
is scarce, the shipowners get nearly all the 
benefit of the diflerence of value between two 
countries, but when shipping is plentiful, the 
producer gets the benefit of the difference, 
and the shipowner works, as it were, for no- 
thing. ‘The firmers and merchants of Canada 
haye this advantage at present.

THE GREAT COMET, 


The following Jetter has been communi- 
cated by the eminent German astronomer, 
Von Littrow, to the V?enna Gazelts :— 
“Inquiries have been so often made of 
Jate pbont the great comet, the arrival of 
whieh has been expected, that we think it 
desirable to state bricfly the actual state of 
the case, Alout the middlo of the last 
century observers first perceived the resem- 
blance between the orbit of the comet of 
1264 and*that of 1556, and began to con- 
jecture that they were, in- fact, one and the 
same body, which accordingly might be ex- 
pected to appear every 300 years, Cualeu- 
lations subsequently made confirmed this 
view, but owing to the extremely defective 
observations made, those imperfect, data 
which we haye received concerning those 
two comets would serve only as a ground for 
cenjecture. The whole question was siuk- 
ing into oblivion, till the undersigned hap- 
pened to discover last year threo new sour- 
ces of information regpection the comet of 
1556, which, consideriny their date, contain- 
ed definitions unusually clear and porfect. 
Tho undersigned, however, ventured even at 
that time to state his opinion, that valuable 
as this discovery was in itself, and service- 
able as it would be for the recognition of 
that cometary body, in caso of its rceappear- 
ance, there was little orno ground for a pre- 
diction beforehand. Several astronmers, 
howeverin consequence of these fresh sources 
being opened tothem, were induced to inves. 
tigate the aybjectanew, Mr, Hock, at Ley- 
den, obtained some results ynost unfavorable 
to the supposed identity of these comets of 
1262 and 1865; and Signor Carlini, at 
Milan, likewise started some doubts not 
easily to be solved ; but on the other hand, 
M. Vals, at Muvseilles, disputes Hock’s 
views, and finds tho return of tho comet 
probable, Professor Hind, in London, is 
also of opinion fom these fresh data that

On Tuesday night, abont ten o'clock) a fire 
broke out in the urge stone stables attached to

Crocker, was in a blaze, in spite of the efforts of
